HESE schedules arrang­ 
ed 
for

markets are v eritable 
“p rice dams” to p re­ 
v ent the overflowing 
of 
the 
stream

wheat at any single 
market. 
They also tend to correct 
many abuses p rev alent in the p ast, 
such as cutthroat methods adop ted by 
mills to secure sup p lies and indiscrimi­ 
nate moving of wheat to terminals. 
' 
For all p ractical p urp oses Hie wheat 
business of tile country is ap p ortioned, 
and whenev er p ossible mills are sup ­ 
p lied from wheat in the territory near­ 
est them. 
This p olicy has for an ob­ 
ject ilie sav ing of waste in transp or­ 
tation. 
In another way sav ing is 
made; Formerly large quantities of 
undergrade wheats hav e been difficult 
to disp ose of on account of unco-ordi­ 
nated p urchase of the comp eting mills; 
but under Uncle Sam’s domination 
each bushel of wheat must now go 
somewhere and tile p oorer wheat will 
move just as freely as the more de­ 
sirable grades.

sent of the War Trade Board being 
obtained, it was loaded on a ship and 
p assed safely through the submarine 
field to France, where it succored the 
hungry . 
We started out to follow tile trav els 
of two bushels of wheat from the farm 
to their p oints of consump tion under 
war condition with the U. S. Food Ad­ 
ministration in control of the market­ 
ing. 
I hav e p rev iously discussed the 
journey s of these two bushels from 
the farm to the elev ator at the country 
p oint. 
Here they p arted and one of 
them p assed on to a terminal, arid 
from the terminal to a mill and from 
the mill to seaboard. There it went to 
France for consump tion.

It moved straight

Now, tile flour which came from our 
second bushel of wheat was rolling 
serenely along in another direction, 
hut tile car was div erted by sp ecial or­ 
der of the U. S. Food Administrator 
and receiv ed by a large wholesale job­ 
ber in New York City .

Under li­ 
cense terms tile jobbers must sell at 
a fair p rofit only , although the ex act 
amount of this p rofit is not determin­ 
ed, the Food Administration reserv ing 
the right in each case to call a halt 
when a licensee has gone “the limit.” 


means of control of the retailer by 
making the jobber a v oluntary p olice­ 
man to his customer.

Thousands and

had to turn elsewhere for a livelihood. 
A number of commission men hav e 
had to close shop .

elev ators. 
The Gov ernment, dominat­ 
ing the wheat market, carries Its own 
marine insurance. 
Wheat handlers at 
terminals hav e had their activ ities re­ 
stricted. 
But most of all it Is Interesting to 
see how the p rice of flour p er barrel 
tumbled from the time Uncle Sam to o k 
a p ositiv e hand in the matter.
